The Blrsje ef Saraaeeat.

130J, gathered from authentic Written sources,
and confirmed by tha tnstimony of eereral re-

spectable inhabitants of the city with whim I

became acquainted; and especially from a most
exettleat friend to whom I was so fortunstn as
to be bajsvrer of a latter of introduction. This
gentleman bad. when a young man, takm a
very activi part in tlia determined defenteofhis
native city, of which he bad, at a iator period,
been the A:cg!de er chief magistrate, an office

wh'ch he filled with the high--! credit to h:ra-ae- lf

and great advantaire to his fellow-cittz'r- ti

The dreadiul eviia to which Spain was exoO'cd
by tha rcprovoke.1 iuvasien of tbat BfHitrt--

country by the French, acd the patri otiam and
bravrv of tbe inhabitants of Ssragossa, will be
forcibly evinced by this nnrrstive.

On tie 16 h of June, J809, the French field
marshal, Lei'obvre Dssnone t s, at the head of
five thous wd infantry and eight hundred cat
airy, aupeared before SsragOeStt, having by
T.eacs of his superior force, both as to numbers
and organitmu, defeated the strenuous efforts
ot Don Joee Bovelledo da Palafox.who was
the youngest ot three brothers belonging to ou-o- f

tha moat distinguished families of Aragon.)
te check the approach of the hutile fatcer. to
tba capital of the province. Paiaf ox. who had
o ly some thousands of raw roercits, and t tw
p.ecss of bd'y organized artillery, after sus-

taining as long as possible a sharp attack from
LafebvTe, woen defending tbe bridge over the
rapid stream Huerba. close to SAragossa, had
been driven from his ground with grea slaugh-
ter, and the loss of some of his cacti to. aud bad
retreated to the city, where every preparation for
iu delansa was immediately set on foot

Palafox then took Bp a position in the sur-

rounding gardens and alive grounds, aod along
the banks of tbe 'in rial ; and having planted nis
airmen to rlefecd the gates of the city, awaited
the approach of the enemy. The conflict which
ensued waa severe. The Spaniards foaght with-
out order, but with a resolution worthy of tha
cause that of country which they were

A body of the Freucli army forced its
way iuto the city, but was driven back with
heavy logs by the inhabitants, who asaiied thun
from the roofs aod windows of the houses Tue
rnrnsge was great on both sides ; and tha French
General Lefebvre, having probably little ex
pected so determined a resistance, withdrew his
army, after having dislodged Palafox from his
posit ous. and awaited the arrival of reiaforce-m-Dt- j.

Sarigoisa was a walled but not a fortified city
It stsvnds in an extensive plain, covered with
vineyards and olive plantations, and is com
maadod on the southwest and within reach of
cannon-sho- t by a hill called Monte Torero, at
whoee base the canal of Aragou rum in .a direc-rri-

(ss befors stated) nearly parallel to the river
Ebre The walls, (hough old, were massive.
generally abnut ten feet in bight, aud built of
bricks and rough s'.ones. They were, apparent-
ly, not moant for the purpose of defense, but
merely to enable the civic authorities to levy
taxes on eve y article brought into the city for
sale, l he gstes, nine in number, were of the
most simple construction. Tbe houses are gen-
erally three stories high ; and, as before men-
tioned, the site of tha present handsome publir
promenades was a crowded spot, consisting of
narrow, crooked streets, churches aud conveuts
This was the fall extent of the defensive means
of Saragoasa.

Marshal Lafebvre, having collected a force of
about twelve thousand miu. and having caused

heavy battering traiu to be brought uo from
Pampelura, made an attempt on tha '7th ot
June to carry Monte Torero by ass suit i but he
was repulsed, with severe loss, leaving six guns
acd five ammunition wagons in the hands of
tbe Spaniards; but on the following day tbe
position was taken by tha Ff.nch, together
with a ne ghb.iring ba'tery ; aud thus all com-
munication was cut eff between the city svtid
tbe south.

A tremendous fira was now opened from the
French battering-train- , but this served only to
increase the enthusiasm of the iohabitaota. who
gave a memorable proof of the efficacy of united
and paliiotic rehistam a undnr every disaivau-tag- o

to the best discip'ined foreign troopa, lad
aa by celebrated and experienced generals
Ths heroic people nobly scondcd Palafox and
his soldiers. They planted cannon on every
Doin'; broka loopholes for musketry in the wall
and bouses, aod out up th awaiugs of their
windows into bkfs, which, being filled wl h
sind, were need for making battories. Every
house outside the ga'es, which could sff ird
shelter io the ei- - m was destroyed; the gar laps
and olive plantations were rooted up by their
owners wherev. r they ware l.kely to obstruct
the d- - en-r- : all private interests, were disre-
garded.

The women, from tbe highest to the lowest,
classes, dhviitguistei themselves in tbe noblest
mariner. In addition to the m tst indefatigable
exertions ia assisting the wounded, and in con-
veying refreshments and ammunition to the sol-
diers and patriots, they armed themselves wi'h
musketg, and joined tbeir fathers, husbands sud
bro hers in fi'iug on tbe dastard enemy. Ti c

youi.g and Couuiees Barita was at
thrdrhsad. Mothers even gent forth their little
children to render such assistance as tc. t ir
strength would permit ; tbe prists aad moaks
took up arms and miuglel iu the ran-t- ; and
the nuns dilhgently occupied themaelvss in
making np cartridges

Tbe gst ot the Portil'o was the ortject of tlie
most obstinate aad repeated attacks sf tbe be-

siegers; bnt it was most gallantly defend!. Th
bsttery was repeatedly ciwaresi by ths enemy's
tje; but others were always ready to replace
iheir companions, whose mutilated bodies cboak-ss- j

up the battery. AU tbe artillerymen however.
one, had been killed, and aa he was

about to apply the match to a faur and tweuiy
pounder, be was struck by a cannon shot and
fell dead with' the lighted match in bis hand.
A panic seised tbe salJh-r-s and all arouad; no
on durst approach the cannon and the battery
must have been carried by the enemy, but for the
heroism ot a beautiful young woman of the
humbler class named August na Aregon. She
had arrived at tha battery with retresnmsnts just
as the last artilleryman fell. Terror was de
picted in every countenance: toe peril was lm
mir.ent AuiTustnia threw down hor provision
basket liapjdapon the kcap of dead bodies,
snatched the lighted match from the dad artil-
leryman's hand, fired off the gun with all the
calmuess cl a practised cannonesr ; aad thsn.
mo anting oa the carriage with the match raised
in the air, vowed to unit tbe battery alive.
liua female .ntrepidly revived the coursgt of
the people; all rusti-- actio lr.to t!j0 bauory :

and tbe guns were reloaded and fired with sack
rfl-c- t that Ue aasailaists were repulsed with
great slaughter.

Augnxtma who was then but twenty-tw- o

years of age is itili living; she was rewarded
by a medal of honor.

But the tremendous force and warlike means
of every kind which the French had at their
cttmmttnd, enabled them to invest the city rom
pletely, and to dprive it of ail supplies. They
jcttiroyea tue corn mills in the neighborhood
which wer-.- - worsx.1 oy wnier wheels: and a so
gained pes seas iou, alter a severe cob test, of the
aowaer mtils st Villa eiico, whence the be-

sieged obtained their gm. powder. Gsn. Pala
fox, however, displayed under these trying ctr--
carasiaucasg, wai lertuny ot resource try which
he was distinguished. Corn mills worked by
tiofses were erected; ail the su nier in iha city
was collected; niter was extracted from ths soil
of tbe streets, and charcoal was made from
hemp stalks, which are ot immense six in aire
gou. F.om these materials the moauu mavuu
lectured large quantities of guuaowder.
.r reqnen; sorties were made with a view of

reopening tbe commani.iatlou with the couu-r- y.

but witheui success. Tbe walls were breached
at various points by the shot of tha enemy
batteries. The French troops advanced to the
assaa.t. One column made good its enuanc
near me convent oi oanut t, lgracia, toe otaer
oy tue. carmen gale, which was carried by as
naur The French then turned the nuai uva
wet- - ia the Spanish batteries, from itwao pQitus
on tue caty. A. scene of bavoc
aud. horror ensued. Th French rushed along
the streets in order to gain possession o' tbs
houses. The convent of San Francisco and the
general hospital took tire, and the flames spread
on all sides. Many oast ihemsel res frour tbe
wiudows on the bayonets of the soloists ; and
the unfortunate saautacs from the buruiug hos-
pital mingled with the eombatants, shouting,
shrieking aud laughing, amid the carnage.

Wherever tbs French peuuiaitnl, they were
aautuied by a dreadtui fire from the barricaded

houses Dismayed at this dSttrmined resistance,
they retreated in confusion to ths quarter of tha
city they had got prajgegsioa of Tiiis occurred
ou the 4th of August, and about fiiteen hundred
French troops fell durin? that day, including
asvural genera's Tlta French eommaui'ler then
summoned Palafox to surrender in tba following
laconic note :

"Headquarters, Santa Eagracia Capitula-
tion."

The answer, instantly returned, wag :

"Hsadquarters Saragosna War to the kaifo."

Th" next msrning the conflict waa renew!
The French had reached tha Giao the long,
broad street, already described war was waged
against th-- m from every house, and the street
soon became strewn with dead bodies. Tha am-
munition of tbe Spaniards was nearly exhaust-
ed, bat no sne thought of surrendering. As
Gen. Palafox roda through the stroe g, the peo-
ple crowd d around him, and declared that if
ammnnition tailed, they would resist tbe enemy
with their knives. Tba murderous contest tasted
e'even days The corpses of the slain, which
srere loft nnburied id the streets, became putrid,
aad the air waa tainted witb raMtileu-ia- l odors
Nothing could exceed the courage and patriotic
virtues of ih-- Stragossans during these fright-
ful sesmes. Tnev gradually beat back thoir op-

ponents, and in four or fiva days regtiried the
great0 portion of the city.

On the eight of the IJth of August a most
destructive fir was epened by the enemy , front
all their batteries, and mtny parts of the city set
on firs. The church of Santa Enrraeia was
blown un; but at day-daw- n ths heroic inhabit-
ants of Sir.ig issi bad ths delight of seeing tha
distant columns of the in full retreat.
Tn murderous night attack was but a wanton
and saugninary stratagem to cover that retreat

Of course the lohabt's.i's were in a state of
extreme ct-f- ring at d erhaaation. Bit all
submitted to ths loss of their relative?, friends
and properly without a mu-m- u. Measures
were instantly taken to preserve tha city from
infection by reraovinjr th-- i doad ; and privets suf-
ferings were no: permitted to d.a:urb tho g'ory
of the pubiic triumph.

The heroic city, however, was at r.o
vary distant period to endure s'ill greater suffir-intr-

end eventuil'y to succumb.
Iu the month of in the semo ycar.

Sir9gosswas again invested by the Freeh
army commanded by Mars lis! Honcay. Bat
the former stiff- rings of tbe brave inhabitants
kad only served to iocrease their haroism.

O t th 99 h of D tcember the tranches were
open! agaicsr three poio's of the ci r; and on
the 2d dsy of January, 1800, Marshal Jouot re-
placed Marshal Mo-- c v in tbe commaod of the
besietrtng array Bombardment of tha fiarcfst
description, and every species of suffering inci-d'- -i

ta: to a siege, instead of discouraging the
garrison and town's people, stimulated them to
deeds of high enterprise, and at the same time
produced that calm and passive fortitude which
misfurtun csnuot destroy.

Io the midst of the destruction occasioned by
the showers of shot and shell thrown into tha
place by tha besiegers, an infectious fevser broka
out. leas death in CTery direction presented
itself to tlte unshrinkin? Saragoeaans in i's
most frightful form. Projectiles containing
burning pitch were thrown into tho city by the

mv s meriars; the bousas were set on tare oy
tiiaee mean:; and in the midsi of this horrible

Esrory chapel.everv column,
every altar, befiama a point of defense The
pavement was covered with blood, aed the
t'sies and nave ware s'rewoi with the Siain
Tno roof, shattered by the brmbs, tell in, and
those who escaped renewed the conflict over the
bodies of the dead aad dying.

Uohappily Gn. Pa'aiox was smitten with the
contagious fever, and this admirable and heroic
leader, after beiog strete ted on a bed of suffar-in-g

for a month in a cellar, was obliged to
Ihe command. He transferred bis author-

ity to the J iota. who immediately deUberated
ou the condition ef the city.

The report of the military commanders was.
that ot the cavalry only sixty two horses re-
mained, ths rest having died of huuger ; of in-

fantry, there wore only two thousand eight
hao-ire- msn fit fur serr ee. The ammunition
was nearly exhausted. Tbe foriifi ati-j-is were
almost entirely demolished : nor were there any
men or material to repair them. Palafox was
at tbig time under a frightful excess cf brain
favor, and coeld not conimmrckte any iniorma-tio- n

as to the prospect of ex ernal succor. His
papers were examined, but thny only iucreatae-- l
the apprehension that no rahef was to bo expec-
ted irom without.

Twenty six of the J mta voted for capitula-
tion, eiglit against it. With noble and cftive,!-rou- s

spirit, the Junta adopted the opinion of the
minority.

Another sortie was made tp recover somn guns
which had been capture. by t!i enemy ou the
preceding day. This efl irt failed, and fifty more
guns opened their fire upon the city, two-third- s

et which were in ruins. Fire, famine, and
slaughter, had done their fearful work, aud near-
ly four hundred persons were daily dying of the
pestilence.

Under tbeiie appal' icg circumstance, the
Junta declared that they had iulfilied thair oath
of fidelity, acd that Saragossa was destroyed.

A Sag of trues was scot to the Freacb head-
quarters, followed by a deputation of the Junta,
to arrange the terms of capitulation It was
agreed tbat the Spanish troops should march out
with the honors of war ; that tbe gallant G n
Palafox should be allowed to retire to any e

he might fix upon, and that ail persons
not included in the garrison should be permitted
to leave tbe city to avoid tha contagion.

Ou the 21st of February the military .posts of
the city were ueiiverea up to tue i tench; aud
thus terminated one of the most obstinate and
extraordinary struggles of which history bears
record

The siege lasted fifty-tw- o days The French,
by their own acceunt, threw above seventeen
thousand shells into the city. Morn than thirty
thousand men ard five hundred uffiiers perished
in the dt tense, exensiva of a vast cumber of
women aud children The loss on tbe tart of the
besiegers was studiously concealed, but it must
keve been very great.

O dy to thousand fourhandrd men capable
of bearing arms left tho city Of these, two
hundred aud seventy weakened by fa nine and
disease, were found unable to march with the
rapidity their Inhuman conductors rtqunVi, auu

were barbarously put to death, and their bodies
left on the road !

Oa the surrender of the city, Augustina Ara-
gon or tc Maid of Saragassa who during this
second siege had displayed courage equal to
that by which she had been distir.guighed in the
first, was taken prisoner; but having already
caught tha esntagion, son was conveyed to the
hospital, where she afterward escapttd.

The terms of the capitulation w. re sbamefal-i- y

violated by Marsha! Laanes, who succeeded
Marshal Janot in the command of tbe Fieuch
troops during the siege.

Palafox was sent a prisoner into France, and
Saragassa became tha scene of pilagd and
atrocity.
